Pope Weathers 
Crisis as Death 
Brushes Close By 


VATICAN 
CITY 
(AP)—Death 
brushed close to Pope John XXIII 
today, but he weathered the cri­ 
sis. 
Persistent 
hemorrhaging 
left 
him in grave condition. 
The Vatican disclosed he is suf­ 
fering from 
gastric hetetroplastia 
—a growth in the stomach. This 
could be a cancer or a tumor, 
either benign or malignant. 
The diagnosis, published by the 
Vatican newspaper, L’Observatore 
Romano, was the first specifically 
defining the illness of the 81-year- 
old Roman Catholic pontiff. 
The dictionary definition of he- 
teroplasiia is for ma ta on of abnor­ 
mal tissue or of normal tissue in 
an abnormal locality. 
Through tense hours this morn- 
ning. three doctors were at the

bedside 
and

hemorrhaging,

It was the worst crisis of the 
illness which felled him briefly 
last fall and has since recurred 
intermittently.

Record Level 


WASHINGTON (A P )-T h e cost 
of living remained unchanged dur­ 
ing April at its record March lev­ 
el, the Labor Departm ent said to­ 
day. 
The consumer price index re­ 
mained at 106.2 per cent of Hie 
average for 1957-59. This was one 
per cent above the level of April, 
1962. 
The figure means it costs $10 42 
now to buy what $10 would buy in 
the 1957-59 period in the average 
fam ily’s budget. 
Ewan Clague, director of the bu­ 
reau of Labor Statistics, said that 
a reduction prices for food and 
gasoline during April was offset 
by price increases for housing, 
used cars, newspapers and cloth­ 
ing. 
Prices tor meat, poultry and 
fish dropped 2.4 per cent during 
April to the lowest level since 
1957. 
Clague said this was mainly due 
to a dip in prices for beef and 
pork. B o t h went down .5 p e r 
cent. 
So far, Clague said, there has 
been no m ajor effect on the con­ 
sumer price index from the soar­ 
ing price of sugar. He said t h i s 
price rise probably wx>uld have a 
gradual effect over a period of 
months.

In turn, this means that 
at today s high prices for many 
stocks, their y ields will be less 
than tempting.

Keems to vary inversely with a 
37va<n\s age. 
Many a young man of 22 or 23. 
a year or so out of college is sure 
that retirem ent is the real boon of 
existence. 
Before he has really 
worked up a sweat — or perhaps 
found hi* true rut—he is ready to 
turn rn his white collar, put on a 
sport 
shirt, and sHart taking it 
easy. 
“ If I had the m o n e y . I'd quit at 
25—or 30 at the latest.” he says. 
“ I’d 
find 
plenty to occupy 
my 
mind. I wouldn't be bored.'’ 
The thought that bores him is 
going to work every day for an ­ 
other 40 years. He feels life has 
turned older men into mere plow- 
horse>—and doesn’t warn that to 
happen to him. 
But to many a man of 64 or 64.

almost as a death 
penalty. His job that seems such 
a rut to >ou«iger men has become 
to him his only remaining valley 
of dream 
He dreads the thought 
of hanging up his lunch box for­ 
ever.

long cocoon of labor and take up 
the freedom of a butterfly. He has 
long ago lost the desire to live 
like a butterfly.
